History  Given 

Elder  Hanks  was  called  to  serve  with  the  First  Council 
of  Seventy  in  1953.  Although  the  youngest  of  the  general  auth- 


orities, Elder  Hanks  is  widely 
known  as  a dynamic  speaker  and 
is  a counselor  in  the  Temple 
Square  Mission  Presidency  in 
Salt  Lake  City. 

Before  accepting  a call  in  1942 
to  fill  a mision  in  the  Northern 
States,  Elder  Hanks  was  a mem- 
ber of  the  Salt  Lake  Stake  Board 
of  the  MIA  and  Sunday  School. 
He  had  also  taught  at  West  High 
Seminary  in  Salt  Lake  City  and 
served  as  principal  of  the  Insti- 
tute of  Religion  on  the  Univer- 
sity of  Utah  campus. 

After  his  mission  Elder  Hanks 
enlisted  in  the  United  States 
Navy  where  he  was  chosen 
group  leader  for  the  LDS  ser- 
vice men  stationed  at  San  Diego 
Naval  Base. 

Servos  as  Guide 
Since  1946  he  has  served  as 
guide  on  Temple  Square  in  Salt 
Lake  City  and  as  assitant  direct- 
or of  the  Bureau  of  Information 
there.  Elder  Hanks  has  also  serv- 
ed as  president  of  the  Emigration 
Chapter,  Sons  of  Utah  Pioneers.

Schorr  Gives^  Gets  During  BYU  Visit 


Front  page  news  stories  during  the  past 
week,  concerning  the  Russian  seven-year  plan 
and  Anastas  Mikoyan’s  recent  visit  to  the  Unit- 
ed States  must  have  reminded  many  Brigham 
Young  Univereity  students  of  last  Monday's 
fine  forum  assembly. 

Tuesday  evening  newspapers  bannered  an 
anouncement  that  the  U.S.S.R.  plans  to  outdo 
the  United  States  in  the  one  field  in  which 
they  have  so  far  been  lagging  behind — indus- 
trial output  to  raise  the  standard  of  living. 
This,  of  course,  means  consumer  goods  being 
made  available  to  the  general  public. 

Wednesday  night  came  news  of  Mikoyan’s 
report  on  reasons  for  visiting  fhe  United  States 
— to  eventually  make  Russia  superior  to  the 
U.S.  in  “everything  from  the  production  of 
miik  to  steel." 

SCHORR  WAS  SURE 
BYU  students  heard  the  same  statements 
from  Daniel  Schorr.  CBS  Moscow  correspon- 
dent, Monday  morning.  Thus,  students  learned 
of  history  in  the  making  some  two  to  three 
days  ahead  of  the  remainder  of  the  country  . . . 
except  where  Schorr  may  have  talked  to  other 
audiences  during  his  one  week  stay  before  he 
receives  another  foreign  assignment. 

Schorr  was  asked  to  leave  Russia  after  an 
interview  with  an  American  student  during  a 
recent  Youth  Festival.  The  student  si>eaking 
across  Soviet  airwaves  said  some  90  per  cent 
of  Russian  youth  are  in  disagreement  with  the 
Soviet  government’s  handling  of  the  Hungary 
crisis. 

After  hearing  pro-Russian  propaganda  for 
so  long,  it's  not  hard  to  see  why  a red-blooded 
American  boy  (a  confirmed  bachelor  even) 
like  Mr.  Schorr  would  try  to  “fight  back" — 


even  at  the  expense  of  losing  a highly  interest- 
ing job. 

And  Mr.  Schorr,  a highly-interesting  speak- 
er and  a credit  to  BYU’s  forum  assemblies,  is 
an  interesting  man.  Daily  Universe  reporter 
Pat  Middleton  (who  offered  the  closing  prayer 
at  the  Monday  assembly)  was  sent  along  with 
Schorr  to  interview  him  on  the  ride  to  the 
Salt  Lake  Airport. 

LEARNING  PROCESS  CONTINUES 

Perhaps  it  was  more  like  Schorr  inter- 
viewing Miss  Middleton.  The  conversation 
went  something  like  this: 

Schorr:  And  where  is  your  home  town? 

Pat:  Tallahassee,  Florida. 

Schorr:  Now,  why  did  you  travel  all  the 
way  from  Florida  to  gp  to  BYU? 

Pat:  W^ell,  this  is  the  school . . . 

Schorr:  Are  you  a Mormon? 

Pat:  Yes,  I . . . 

SA'orr:  Ah!  I thought  so!  WTiat  made  you 
decide  to  be  a Mormon? 

Pat:  Have  you  ever  heard  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon? 

Schorr:  No.  (No  aggressive  missionaries  in 
Russia.) 

Pat:  Well,  let  me  tell  you  all  about  it  . . . 

No  need  to  explain  what  happened  after 
that.  Pat,  the  missionary  went  to  work.  And 
Schorr,  the  CBS  foreign  correspondent,  lis- 
tened. 

The  learning  process  at  these  forum  as- 
semblies works  both  ways.  We  learn  the  "in- 
side dope"  from  informed  • speakers  like  Mr. 
Schorr — and  few,  of  our  speakers  it  seems, 
are  “getting  away"  without  learning  some- 
thing from  BYU.

Ed.  Note;  The  following  stand 
on  communism,  of  interest  to 
BYU  students,  was  printed  in  the 
Agnes  Scott  College  News,  De- 
catur, Georgia. 


We've  been  jolted  out  of  our 
visual  complacency  by  a very  dy- 
namic and  pointed  talk  on  Com- 
munism, especially  as  it  effects 
students  in  the  United  States. 


The  speaker,  a medical  miss- 
ionary to  China  before  the  Red 
regime  moved  in,  and  now  con- 
tinuing his  work  in  Japan,  be- 
came sufficiently  alarm^  to  re- 
quest special  leave  from  his  work 
several  months  ago.  He  and  his 
wife  are  traveling  about  the 
States  now,  in  an  effort  to  make 
their  countrymen  aware  of  the 
imminent  danger  confronting  us. 
What  particularly  struck  us 


was  his  warnings  that  we 
Americans  are  totally  oblivious 
to  what  goes  on  under  our 
very  noses.  With  no  more 
McCarthy’s  on  the  scene,  and 
hearing  little  about  un-American 
activities,  or  subversive  move- 
ments today,  we  have  lulled  our- 
selves into  believing  that  we 
have  stamped  out  the  germs  of 
Communism  here  in  our  country. 
That,  said  the  speaker,  is  the 
ideal  situation  in  which  Com- 
munism works  most  effectively. 
We  tend  tO  shrug  our  shoul- 
ders, laugh  and  joke:  “Hey 

Comrade.  Cell  meeting  tonight.” 
Certainly,  in  our  college  it 
seems  ridiculous  to  consider  such 
a matter.  And  yet  we  question 
seriously  whether  we  students 
arc  not  too  complacent  about  our 
seemingly  secure  position:  whe- 


ther we  are  not  often  foolishly 
blind  to  dangers  from  other 
sources  that  would  threaten  our 
freedom.

Towering  Lewis  Qualls,  probab- 
ly the  world’s  tallest  high  school 
basketball  player,  has  begun  to 
sort  through  a stack  of  college 
bids  as  his  prep  school  career 
draws  to  a close. 

The  likeable  youth,  who  i 
stands  seven  feet,. one  inch  in  his  I 
bare  feet,  has  received  at  least  i 
55  offers  from  colleges  scattered  | 
from  New  York  to  San  Francisco  ; 
and  from  Texas  to  the  Canadian 
border.  | 

The  19-year-old  Smiley  High  ^ 
School  senior  is  a straight  “A”  1 
student  and  wants  to  become  an 
engineer. 

“What  I’d  like  to  do  is  get  my 
engineering  degree  and  then  go 
into  the  AAU  Industrial  League,” 
he  said.  “This  way,  I could  con- 
tinue to  play  basketball  and 
work  into  the  business.” 

Quails,  who  credits  basketball 
with  transforming  him  from  a 
very  shy  youth  two  years  ago  in- 
to a genuine  extrovert  today,  has 
as  his  No.  1 admirer.
